and lakes associated with the LTppcr Jurassic 
Morrison Formation in Colorado. 


Dunagan taught 
geology at UT 
Knoxville in 1997- 
98, UT Martin in 
1998 and Austin 
Peay State University 
in 1999-2.002 before 
rejoining the LTT 
Martin faculty in 
2006 in a tenure 
track position, 

An avid traveler, 
he has been to 27 
countries on five 
continents and to 48 
states, Dunagan lias 
also led travel study 
trips for more than 
50 students to Belize, 
Mexico, Colorado, 
Puerto Rico, the Pacific Northwest and 
other locations. His most recent research has 
focused on sedimentation rates in Reclfoot 
Lake and the growth of irrigation systems in 
West Tennessee. 

The Beth Maloan Outstanding LIT Martin 
Student Employee Award will be presented 
before Dunagan's presentation. The award 
is named for the university's late director of 
budgeting and payroll. The award endorses 
her vision to recognize outstanding student 
performance and to develop experiential 
learning opportunities.

Net neutrality: Why should we care? 


During the past few months, 
net neutrality has been a major 
political issue, but many arc still 
uninformed as to what it's all 
about 

On Dee, 23, 2010, the FCC 
{Federal Communications 
Commission) introduced the 
Open Internet Order which, 
according to the FCC, '’requires 
transparency and prohibits 
blocking and unreasonable 
discrimination to protect 
Internet openness," These rules 
were challenged in federal court, 
and on jan. 14 of this year', the 
United States Court ot Appeals 
for the District of Columbia 
Circuit affirmed the FCC's 
authority to regulate broadband 
Internet access. It also upheld 
the FCC's judgment that 
Internet openness encourages 
broadband investment and 
that its absence could inhibit 
broadband deployment. 

On May 15 of this year, the 
FCC began making new rules

One such case has already been 
reported. Comcast reportedly 
slowed servers for Netflix when 
the company refused to pay a 
fee. When Netflix Learned of 
its users' service being slow, a 
settlement was quickly reached 
between Nettlix and Comcast. 
These rules not only affect 
big online companies such as 
Netflix, Google or Amazon, but 
also affect individuals as well, 

In addition to these internet 
fast lanes, internet providers can 
choose to censor the internet. 
With everything that's on the 
Internet, it doesn't sound all that 


at that time again. It’s not just 
Walmart either, Virtually every 
big retail store chain does this 
so they can compete with each 
other. Thanksgiving is a huge 
holiday to the majority oi the 
American people, and with 
companies starting their Black 
Friday sales on Thursday, many 
Americans who would rather 
be at home with their families 
having Thanksgiving dinner 
will be stuck at work, trying 
to help ravenous consumers 
satisfy their need for instant 
gratification,.

CostCo, among others, will 
not be open on Thanksgiving 
this year. 

In an email to The 
Huflington Post, Paul 
Latham, the company’s vice 
president tor membership 
and marketing, wrote,' Our 
employees work especially hard 
during the holiday season, and 
we simply believe that they 
deserve to spend Thanksgiving 
with their families, Nothing 
more complicated than 
that." CostCo isn’t alone 
cither. “Maybe call me old- 
fashioned, but 1 believe it’s 
an easy decision to make [to 
stay closed on Thanksgiving ,’’ 
said Lauren Sen, CEO of Bj’s 
Wholesale Club. 


Net neutrality as not an issue 
of liberal versus conservative 
either. Democrats and 
republicans alike are pushing for 
the FCC to make policies that 
are in favor of net neutrality.

Ohio State University junior 
Cole Ledford intends to end the 
hatred and persecution against 
LGBT students. 

Ledford was a victim of violent 
attack earlier this month when 
a random stranger punched 
him in the tace alter witnessing 
Ledford kiss his boyfriend 
outside of a building on the 
Ohio State University campus, 
Ledford was left with a black 
eye as a result of the attack. 
The assailant has not yet been 
positively identified. 

Rather than allowing the 
attack to offend him, Ledford is 
using it to spread the message 


'Love is Louder than Hate. 1 ' 

Following the attack, Ledford 
posted a response to his assailant 
on Twitter, 'Ihe post read as 
tollowsr 

“I’m sorry that you called 
me [expletive], Im sorry you 
hit me tor no reason. I'm sorry 
whatever insecurities you have 
don't allow you to accept others 
tor who they are. I'm sorry I 
threaten you, 

“I’m NOT sorry I'm gay. I'm 
proud to be this way. I’m proud 
to be confident enough to love 
who I love and to love me. I'm 
proud to have friends and family 
that love me regardless of me, 
Honestly, I'm not sorry.'" 

'ihe post has been retweeted 
over 40,000 times since tire 
incident on November 6. 


Ledford later posted a tweet 
thanking Iris attacker for 
showing him that love is greater 
than hate. 

Physical attacks such as the 
one launched by Ledford’s 
attacker can he classified as 
assault and battery, a felony 
punishable by one to twenty 
years of prison. 

On the UTM campus, the 
Allies program helps promote 
awareness ot the LGBT lifestyle 
while providing an accepting 
and positive environment for 
these individuals to gather.

Collective fraternity 
punishment becoming 
more widespread

Johns Hopkins University's 
recent ban of Greek 
organization parties has 
raised the topic oi collective 
punishment by universities 
oi sororities and fraternities. 

After a girl was allegedly 
sexually assaulted at a 
Johns Hopkins fraternity 
party, the university placed 
the fraternity in question 
on interim suspension. In 
addition, the university 
subsequently worked with 
its Intcrfratcrnity Council 
(IFC) to place a ban on ail 
open fraternity and sorority 
parties for the remainder of 
the semester. 

Johns Hopkins isn't the only 
college to have e in ployed 
this collective-punishment 
technique. According to a 
recent article published in 
Inside Higher Education, 
MIT and Emory University 
have also taken measures 
to ban all iraternity parties 
following incidents of 
misconduct. 

In both the Emory and 
Johns H opkins University 
cases, the IFC, an 
undergraduate-run board 
oi fraternity presidents, 
decided to institute the 
ban on parties themselves, 
foil owing the incidents that 
had occurred. 

' A 1 ot of t imes, probiem s can 
be solved without punishing 
the entire community, ’ said 
Jared Anderson, Greek life 
coordinator and former 
student at LTTM. 


Jacob Sells, president of the 
Sigma Phi Epsilon chapter 
at UTM, recalled a time 
when UTM fraternities 
were placed on collective 
punishment. 

"A few years back, one 
of the [UTM] fraternities 
went on a stealing sprecT 
said Sells. "A lot of the 
fraternity houses got robbed, 
and the former Greek life 
coordinator put ail oi us 
on suspension, We couldn't 
compete in homecoming or 
anything/ 

Sells admitted that he felt 
it was unfair to the other 
fraternities that the actions 
of one fraternity affected all 
of the others. 

"It only takes one fraternity 
to ruin Greek life on 
campus,' Sells said. 

In the incidents at Johns 
Hopkins and Emory 
University, much of the 
danger involved had to do 
with heavy and underage 
drinking. Jells discussed the 
measures his fraternity takes 
to minimize danger at their 
parties, such as requiring 
that all alcohol brought in 
be ^checked in 1 ’ at the bar, 
to minimize the risk oi 
someone slipping something 
into an unattended drink. 
They also cheek IDs at the 
door to ensure that no one 
under 13 years of age enters 
the party. Additionally, the 
fraternity requires at least 
three ot their members to 
stay sober throughout the 
duration ot the party to 
ensure that everyone stays 
safe.

Lincoln University president apologizes for remarks

Robert R. Jennings 
apologized on Tuesday tor 
bis earlier remarks regarding 
women on campus making 
false rape accusations, 

Jen mngs f thc president of Lincoln 
University in Gxiord, Pennsylvania, 
said diat the comments were taken 
out of context. 

“No one would ever 
discourage a young woman on 
this campus from reporting a 
sexual assault," Jennings said. 
Tn fact, I emphasize to them 
how serious that allegation is 
and that the university takes 
it very seriously and so does 
the federal government and so 
docs the court." 

In a video published last 
week on YouTube, Jennings is 
seen addressing an auditorium 
full ol female faculty and 
students. According to the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, the 
four-minute video is an 
excerpt from a September 
speech that Jennings gave to 
Lincoln's annual All Womens 
Convocation. The full speech 
lasted about 26 minutes. 


"Men treat you — treat 
women — the way women 
allow us to treat them," 
Jennings said during the 
speech. "When it comes time 
to make that final decision, 
were going to go down the hall 
and marry that girl with the 
long dress on.... [WJe had on 
this campus last semester, three 
eases of young women, who 
alter having done whatever 
they did with the young men, 
and then it didn't turn out the 
way they wanted it to turn 
out, guess what they did? They 
then went to Public Safety and 
said, 'He raped me.' So then 
we have an investigation. We 
have to start pulling back the 
layers and asking all kinds of 
questions." 

Jennings complained dining 
his address that new federal 
regulations for schools meant that 
students who were found guilty of 
rape could be subject to jail tune. 

"When you allege that 
somebody did something of 
that nature to you, you go to 
jail. I don't care how close they 
are to finishing the degree, 
their whole life changes 
overnight," he said. Tm 


saying this because, first and 
foremost, don't put yourself in 
a situation that would cause 
you to be trying to explain 
something that really needs no 
explanation had you not put 
yourself in that situation." 

Tie Rev. James Tiomas, 
whose son is a junior at Lincoln 


University, called Jennings' 
remarks "frightening," 

"There had to have been 
at least one young lady in 
that room who had been the 
victim of sexual assault who 
had not reported it, and there 
was nothing that was said by 
the president that would have 


given any comfort,* Tiomas 
pointed out. 

Jennings has faced tivo no- 
confidence votes from faculty 
and alumni in recent months 
over what they consider a 
"dictatorial" leadership style. 


UT Alumni Women’s Council hosts interview workshop

Tic University of Tennessee 
Alumni Association Women’s 
Council presented an interview 
workshop on Tiursdav, Nov. 
13, 2014, in 206ABC' in the 
University Center. 

Many crucial interview 
techniques w r crc discussed 
during the workshop, and 
students participated in group 
exercises to hone their interview 
skills. 


One of flic main topics 
discussed during the workshop 
was that of appropriate interview 
attire, Neutral colors such as 
black, grey, navy, or brown were 
recommended, although small 
doses of more vibrant colors are 
usually acceptable as well. In 
addition, piercings are seen as a 
binderanee in most environments, 
as even those employers with 
the greatest amount of leeway 
for employees often require said 
employees to appear professional 
when required. 


Another suggestion from 
tine workshop asked students 
to research the company. 
Applicants who best familiarize 
themselves with the corporation 
to which they arc applying, 
including the nature ol services 
provided by the company, have 
a greater chance of being hired. 

Students attending the 
workshop were also informed 
about somewhat unusual 
questions which they might be 
asked by their interviewer. One 
of the most important questions 


involves the interviewer asking 
the applicant to list their 
strengths and weaknesses. Tie 
students were told that the 
interviewer in these cases is 
generally searching more for 
an honest answer rather than a 
potentially damaging weakness, 
although admitting to a serious 
problem such as alcoholism may 
in fact be damaging to applicants' 
chances of employment. 

During the workshop, 
students were told to remember 
the acronym "S.M.LL.E.ST 


(“Shake bands, Maintain eye. 
contact. Impression, Listen 
actively, Engage the interviewer, 
Simple language") in order to 
ensure optimal and genuine 
interaction with the interviewer.

Rock fans rejoice! Foo 
Fighters released a new album 
on Monday, Nov. 10., According 
to Blabbcrmouth.net,, the album 
is projected to sell 200,000 units, 
in tire LIS. within its first week. 

Along with their HBG mini- 
series of the same mime. Sonic 
Highways pays a unique tribute 
to American music. Each song 
off the album was recorded 
in different cities across the 
U.S. that are notorious for 
tbesr music scenes. These cities 
include Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Washington D.C., New ’York 
City, Austin, Seattle, New 
Orleans, and Nashville. In 
addition to being recorded 
in these cities, the band also 
welcomed guest talents from 
each city such as Joe Walsh, of 
Tire Eagles, and Zac Brown to 
contribute. 

Fans might be a little nervous 
about the collaboration between 
the band and guest artists 
making the album into a weird 
fusion of different styles that 
don’t really mix, but these worries 
arc unfounded. The over-all feel 
of the album is exactly what fans 
want in a Foo Fighters record, 
and the addition of the guest 
artists gives a unique blend that 
adds depth to the Foo l ighters' 
sound. 

"Something From Nothing'' 
opens the album with a bang. 


The song is reminiscent of past 
Foo Fign ters material but with 
a twist. Rick Nielson, guest 
artist from Chicago, adds funk 
overtones to the mix. Fans will 
enjov the familiarity of the crack 
and also enjoy the blend of 
styles that arc present. 

"The Feast and the Famine' 1 
follows up with what fans would 
traditionally expect from the 
band. Its last paced with the 
constant drone of loud guitars 
and Dave Grohl’s howling 
voice. Although Pete Stahl and 
Skeeter Thompson are guest 
artists for the tmek, they don't 
really add much in style, but 
fans will enjoy the traditional 
Foo Fighters sound. 

"Congregation' is a feel-good 
tune recorded in Music City 7 . 
Zac Brown accompanies the 


band to create a smooth blend 
of country/folk and rock n’rolh 
"T Am A River” is an 
emotional epic spanning 
over seven minutes, and ls 
accompanied by the Los 
Angeles Youth Orchestra. Fans 
might be apprehensive, after 
all, rock bands and orchestras 
don't normally mix. However, 
this song is an exception. The 
orchestra doesn't overpower 
the band, nor does the band 
completely drown out the 
orchestra. It's a nice, subtle 
blend that actually works quite 
we it together. 

.Ml in all, this album is yet 
another fantastic effort by one 
of rock's greatest modern bands. 
Foo Fighters fans and casual

Review: Taylor Swifts 1989 album

Since her self-titled album’s 
release in 2006 at the age of 17, 
Taylor Swift has established a 
name for herself as a musician. 

While she has beers criticized 
as a musician, the talent held 
by Swift is nothing that can 
be denied. Her first album 
remained on the top country 
charts for 24 weeks and went 
platinum in five countries. 

Several years following her 
highly successful debut album. 
Swiff released her fourth 
album, Red which hit No. 1 on 
the Billboard 200 chart. Tire 
Red album remained on the 
country charts for 16 weeks. 
The album began Sw'ift’s 
distancing herself from the 
country genie, as she shifted 
into the pop genre. 

A genre shift is nothing 
small for a musician, especially 
an artist such as Swift whose 
entire start revolved around 
country. Taking a risk. Swift 
released the album 1989, 
w r hieh is her first pop album, in 
October. Within the first week 
of sales. Swifts album sold 1.29 
million copies, 

According to Time magazine, 
the album sold more copies 


than Lady Gaga’s album Born 
Thii Way, Usher’s Confessions, 
or her own Red, Swift has sold 
24.2 million albums, which is 
more than Justin Beiber and 
even Beyonce.Tiie album differs 
drastically from previous albums, 
boasting synthesizers, deep bass,

shift was criticized by devout 
followers of the country genre, 
the immediate success of her 
album silenced any dispute of 
whether her album dominated 
the music world. 

While in years past her 


music has been criticized for an 
obsession with boys, the 1989 
album focuses on Swift's life. 
Her lyrics describe her finally 
finding her place in life,which 
is something that she has 
struggled with in the past. 

Swift has had more control 
over this album, which 
has allowed her to shed 
the shackles of the music 
industry's power over artists. 
The album is a cast-off of the 
innocent little gitl persona she 
has had in the past.

William 41 Bill"Waterman Las taken 
a unique path in order to become the 
Director of Athletic Bands at UTM, 
He has taken risks and jumped at 
different situations, but has never 
been afraid of experiencing new 
things. 

Waterman has lived an interesting 
iife since the day he was born in San 
Francisco, on Dec, 2, 19&G. A little 
over seven months after his birth, his 
family moved to Belgium tor three 
and a half years before coming back 
to the United States, 

For the most part, Waterman 
grew up in Leavenworth, Kansas, 
His father, Col. Richard Waterman, 
attended West Point and was an 
engineer in the Army, while his 
mother, Jan Waterman, attended 
Indiana University and was a 
schoolteacher. 

Bill Watermans first taste oi music 
came in the fifth grade, when he 
started playing a trumpet bis brother, 
Richard Jr., owned. He instantly fell 
in love, realizing he had a knack for 
music, Waterman started playing the 
trombone in the school band during 
the sixth grade, although he soon 
became disinterested, 

“ To be honest, 1 think I just became 
a little boredT Waterman said. 'T 
wanted to quit the band because it 
wasn't fun for me anymore. I had 
been playing my brother’s trumpet 
for a year now so 1 was a little more 
advanced than the other kids. That 
is when my music director suggested 
I started to learn more instruments. ' 

By the end of his sixth-grade year, 
Waterman was plaving the trumpet, 
trombone, and the euphonium. By the 
end of seventh grade, he was playing 
the tuba and continued to find more 
instruments to learn how to play. 

By the time he was in eighth grade, 
be was good enough to play the tuba 
in the high school band, He continued 
to play in the marching band until 
bis senior year ol high school, While 
playing in the marching band, he 
also played tuba in the iazz band 
and conducted the pep band during 
football and basketball seasons. 

Waterman eventually received 
a scholarship to play tuba at the 
University oi Kansas. While at 
Kansas, though, Waterman decided 
be was bored again. 

“One day, my roommates and I wcre¬ 
sitting around and they were playing 
their percussion instruments, and 
I said to myself, T couid do that,'" 


Waterman said. 

With the help of bis roommates, 
Waterman tried out for and became 
a member of the drumline at Kansas. 

Upon receiving his Bachelor oi 
Music degree, he decided he wanted 
to pursue his master's degree of 
music, which he did, at Texas Tech 
University. During bis tenure at 
Texas Tech, he was chosen as a part 
oi tire collegiate honor series to go 
to New York City and perform a solo 
recital at the renowned Carnegie 
Hall. 

But, once again, Waterman 
was bored. He tclt as though he 
needed to get away from Kansas 
and experience what the rest of the 
country had to otter. He decided to 


pursue his doctoral degree in music 
at Michigan State University, where 
he is currently finishing his final 
research course in order to receive 
his degree. While at Michigan State, 
Waterman was given the opportunity 
to conduct the Cauital City Brass 
Band, a significant honor. 

H had some experience conducting, 
but it w r as nothing of this magnitude,'' 
Waterman said. '"There were risks 
and a huge amount of responsibility 
involved, but the opportunity was 
exciting and it was something 1 
wanted to do." 

Under Waterman, the Capital City 
Brass Band won back-to-back first- 
lace championship finishes in the 
012 and 2014 North American 


Brass Band Association (NABBA) 
10-Piece Brass Band category. 
Although the time with the Capital 
City Brass Band was rewarding. 
Waterman was still wanting more. 
Throughout bis life, Waterman had 
been inspired by many people, none 
more so than his first music director, 
Bob Cowan. 

"Mr, Cowan taught me to love 
music and to be a good person, 
Waterman said. “He was a great role 
model and teacher." 

That is when Waterman decided 
be wanted to teach. He wanted 
to instill into other people what 
Cowan had instilled in him at such 
a young age. Waterman applied tor 
the UTM position of Director of 
Athletic Bands to pursue his passion 
of teaching and making good music. 

The music that you hear coming 
from the UTM marching band 
is new and exciting, but it is still 
musical in essence. 

“If there is anything I want my 
students to learn from me, it is for 
them to work very hard at anything 
that they do and to be kind, 
Waterman said. "Those are my two 
biggest mantras in life,” 

Waterman came to UTM in order 
to arrange, teach and play music. He 
got more than what he bargained for. 

“I love UTM," Waterman said, 
’‘The students that 1 get to teach arc 
wonderful. We have a family here. 
The faculty that I get to work with 
every day is even better, 

'Tve lived in big cities and I've 
done all that jazz. The campus and 
the city oi Martin, itseli,. is cozy and 
feels like home." 
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UTM equestrian team to be 
discontinued after 2015-16

University of Tennessee at 
Martin officials met with the 
Sky hawk equestrian team on 
Sunday; Nov, 16 to notify them 
that the 2015-16 academic 
year would be their last year of 
varsity competition. 

“"Tills was a very difficult 
decision for our university' but 
upcoming changes within the 
NCAA necessitated this move," 
UT Martin athletics director 
Julio Freire said. "We have to 
be proactive in protecting our 
Divislon-I status within the 
NCAA. Moving forward, we 
will honor the scholarship of 
each equestrian student-athlete 
through their fourth academic 

it 

year. 

UT Martin athletics 
department participates in the 
NCAA at the Division-! level 
and sponsors the minimum 
number of sports (14) to remain 
at this level UT Martin officially 
added equestrian in 2005 as an 


NCAA-recognized emerging 
sport* which means the sport 
has 10 years to accumulate 40 
school-sponsored teams. Onlv 
two universities (Southern 

Methodist in 2009* Baylor in 
2006) have officially added 
equestrian since the Skyhawks 
joined, bringing the current 
list of teams to 21. Kansas 

State officially discontinued 
equestrian in October oi this 
year. 

“In anticipation of the 
Committee on Women’s 

Athletics' recommended 

legislation, we believe that at 
this time it is in our university’s 
best interest to discontinue 
equestrian from our list of 
sponsored sports after the 

2015-2016 academic year,” 
Frcire said. "This move has been 
resisted for over a half a year but 
unfortunately it is time to act. 
We just do not believe that there 
is a realistic path to add enough 
schools to achieve sustainability 
as a fully recognized NCAA 


championship sport." 

UT Martin Chancellor 
Tom Rakes and the university 
leadership team are working 
with Freirc and other athletics 
administrators to formalize the 
plan s re Latcd to UT Marti n's next 
womens varsity athletic team, 
which will begin competition in 
the 2016-17 academic year. 

"Our equestrian team has 
the very best student-athletes 
who represent UT Martin 
academically* athletically and 
socially," Frcire said. '‘They 
represent everything that is good 
and right within intercollegiate 
athletics. Fd like to thank" the 
coaches and student-athletes 
who have made this program 
one of our finest here at UT 
Martin. A special thank you 
goes out to head coach Meghan 
Corvin, who started the program 
and kept it running smoothly. 
She is a wonderful mentor and 
we would never have reached 
the heights we did without her 
leadership and guidance^

Skyhawks rally from 19 down to 
defeat Arkansas State 75-73

The UTM Skyhawks picked 
up a huge boost from Twymond 
Howard in the second half to 
rally from a 19-point deficit and 
defeat the Arkansas State Red 
Wolves 75-73. 

The win gives the Skyhawks a 
1-i record after dropping tbeir 
season opener to Marquette 
79-63. The win is also Heath 
Schroycr's first as head coach of 
the Skyhawks. 

"Our guys lust never stopped 
believing*" Schroyer said. ’We 
made some adjustments at 
halftime and our guys executed.” 

“My bat's off to the coaching 
staff. I couldn't be happier 
for the guys on the team, the 
program and the university." 

The Skyhawks jumped out 
to an early 5-0 lead before 
Arkansas State answered back 
with eight points of their own. 
Tire Red Wolves held on to the 
lead for a majority oi the first 
hall and started to slowly pull 
away from the Skyhawks later 


on in the half 

The Skyhawks had trouble 
getting shots to fall in the 
first half* shooting 36 percent 
from the field and 38 percent 
from 3-point range. Arkansas 
State* led by forward Anthony 
Livingston, who tallied 19 
points in the first hall alone, 
carried a 39-23 lead into the 
locker room for hall time. 

Up by 19 points early in the 
second half, the Red Wolves 
tried to coast to an easy season- 
opening win for them . However, 
the Skyhawks went on a 26-6 
run in the first ID minutes of 
the second half to give them the 
lead hack. 

The Skyhawks grabbed the 
lead but could not pull away 
as the Red Wolves followed 
closely behind* UTM held onto 
the lead for the last six minutes 
of the game and could not get 
anything above a 5-point lead. 

Arkansas State could not get 
enough of a rally to snatch the 
lead back in the closing minutes 
of the game. 1 he Skyhawks held, 
onto the lead until the final 


buzzer* giving UTM its first 
win of the season* 75-73 over 
the Red Wolves* 

The Skyhawks improved from 
their first-half shooting woes 
by shooting 57 percent from 
the floor and 42 percent from 
3-point range during the second 
half. 

Howard led the Skyhawks 
in scoring* tallying 21 points 
in the second hall and ending 
the game with 23. Mar shun 
Newell followed him with 15 
points and Mvlcs Taylor was 
a rebound short of a double- 
double, scoring li points and 
nine rebounds. 

Arkansas State was led bv 
Livingston, who despite his first 
half only scored seven points in 
the second half and ended the 
game with 26 points. 

The Skyhawks will play 
their first home game of the 
season Thursday night against 
Champion Baptist. Tipoff 
between the Skyhawks and the 
Tigc rs is scheduled for 6:30 
p.m. in the Kathleen and Tom 
Elam Center.
